In order for the 
wording to be changed, 
the people of the city 
would need to vote in 
favor of changing it. 

Council members have 
been considering this 
change since July 15, be- 
fore current city clerk 
Larry Sullivan was voted

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY COMMISSION MEETING NOVEMBER 13, 2013 


Contentious County Meeting 


Controversy over payment to 
Recycling Committee member 
and Prosecutor's late filing of 
campaign finance affidavit

Charlevoix - At the regular meet- 
ing of the county commissioners 
on Wednesday, November 13 issues 
arose over payment of a recycling 
committee employee and Prosecut- 


ing Attorney Allen Telgenhof’s fail- 


ure to file a Campaign Finance 
Compliance affidavit in a timely 
manner. 

At the meeting Michelle Rick- 
Biddick, the education coordinator 
for the recycling committee, came 
before the commissioners regard- 
ing payment she desired for tours 
provided to 4th graders to show 
them how the recycling process 
works. Rick-Biddick said that she 
had done the tours for nearly 10 
years and that each year she had 
submitted her bill and been paid. 
However this year, because more 
was involved she sent a bill for 
more than the years previous. The 
commissioners chose to only pay 
her a third of what she had asked. 

“There was not a specific con- 
tract, and there was not a vote ona 
particular amount,” stated Bryan 
Graham civil counsel for the city

commissioners. 

Rick-Biddick explained that in 
previous years she had been paid 
what she asked. She also stated that 
the money to pay her was in fact in 
the budget. Commissioners said 
that although she had done the 
work what she had been paid what 
they deemed reasonable. 

“’,.no amount of money was set. 
J, just because you have the money 
in the budget doesn’t mean you can 
spend it. I ,it’s unfortunate an 
agreement wasn’t made before the 
work was done,” said Joel Evans 
Commissioner for District 4. 

In addition to the controversy 
over Rick-Biddick’s payment sev- 
eral audience members spoke be- 


fore the commissioners regarding 
Allen Telgenhof’s failure to file a 
campaign finance compliance affi- 
davit showing how much he spent 
on his campaign before taking of- 
fice. According to government law, 
all those being sworn into the office 
of Prosecuting Attorney are re- 
quired to file this. Telgenhof failed 
to file his before taking office and 
finally did so on October 29th, 2013. 
If the affidavit is not filed before 
being sworn in, the Attorney Gen- 
eral can find the person guilty of a 
misdemeanor. Three local citizens 
felt that Telgenhof should face con- 
sequences for this.

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Charlevoix has the highest 
employment rate. Though 
most employment is in the 
services industry witha 
49% margin; manufactur- 
ing, construction and retail 
also employ many in the 
area. The NLEA is working 
to create more businesses 
in the area, as well as fig- 
ure out ways to support 
business through the quiet 
season. 

City economic develop- 
ment director Bethany 
Pearson likens the efforts 
of volleyball players to 
those of the community 
when they come together 
to brainstorm how to make 
Charlevoix a strong com- 
munity. 

“You need to have team- 
work to make success. We 
are starting good positive 
momentum to make 
changes and creating a pos- 
itive atmosphere for busi-

“How can we have a prosecutor 
who breaks the law? I don’t want 
my tax dollars paying a person 
who is illegally in office...the af- 
fidavit is 10 months late...I be- 
lieve he is illegally in office,” said 
Roger Conaway a Charlevoix 
man. “I ask you to investigate 
whether he owes taxpayers.” 

Conaway explained in a letter 
written to the Commissioners 
that he had filed on February 22, 
2013 requesting all of Telgenhof’s 
campaign filings. When he did 
not receive the Campaign Fi- 
nance Compliance affidavit he 
then submitted a FOIA on March 
4, 2013. The affidavit was not sent 
to him, at which time he sent his 
information to the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office. The Criminal Divi- 


sion Chief of the Attorney 


General, Richard Cunningham, 
responded on October 30th by 
turning down Conaway’s request 


to take legal action. 


“’,. am simply not persuaded 
that this is a matter warranting 
action by this office. Within the 
scope of prosecutorial discretion, 
Tam closing our file without fur- 
ther action,” said Cunningham 


in his letter to Conaway. 


After Conaway stated his con- 
cerns, Allen Telgenhof took a 
moment to address the commis- 
sioners himself, acknowledging 
his tardiness in filing the affi- 
davit and warning Conaway that 
accusing someone of something 
at a public meeting could bea 


crime. 


“T’ve done everything I was 
asked to do, it wasn’t done on 
time, I acknowledge that,” said 
Telgenhof, “however it is slander 
to come up and accuse someone 
of acrime in a public meeting.” 

Telgenhof also mentioned that 
he was not the only person to file 
late, citing that his predecessor 
Rick John Jarema also filed late. 

Commissioners had little to 
say after hearing the accusations 
against Telegenhof, but did re- 
spond that the board was limited 
on what it could investigate re- 


garding elected officials. 


“Let’s be optimistic that this 
will work out somehow, some- 


way,” said Joel Evans. 


After the conclusion of the 
meeting Telgenhof met Conaway 
in the hall where he attempted to 
address the concerns of those 
who had voiced problems during 


the meeting privately.

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into the position. However the Coun- 
cil was unable to change the wording 
before the November election so it 
was not on the ballot at that time. 

Since then Council has investi- 
gated whether Sullivan being both 
city clerk and a city commissioner is 
appropriate. They now feel that it is 
an incompatibility of office and that 
this change is necessary. The change 
of wording could happen as soon as 
February 25, 2014 when the next elec- 
tion can be held.

for the next available election date. 

The Council expressed that it took 
the choice of City Clerk seriously, 
and that this change would allow 
Council to choose the best person to 
fill that position. 

“The clerk’s position is not to be 
taken lightly. That position, to me, is 
one to keep council from getting itself 
into trouble,” said Mayor Norman 
‘Boogie’ Carlson Jr. 

Council also said that a lot was con- 
tingent on whether or not Larry Sul- 
livan would chose to remain county 
clerk or acommissioner. Sullivan 
has stated that he is waiting on the 
decision from the Michigan Attorney 
General’s office as to whether or not 
his maintaining both positions is in 
conflict before he makes his choice.

Sullivan was asked to speak before 
council regarding this decision. 

“When I originally ran, I contacted 
three attorneys...they concluded 
there was no conflict of interest,” 
said Sullivan. However, he also stated 
that he is as undecided on which po- 
sition he would chose should it come 
to that. 

Council made it clear that this deci- 
sion had nothing to do with who was 
currently in the position. 

“It’s not anything against who was 
elected. We have to move on what we 
decided...which was to pursue this 
language on the ballot. This is not 
against Larry Sullivan,” said Carl- 
son. 

The Council discussed the matter 
for quite some time, and then opened 


it to audience discussion where sev- 
eral members of the community 
voice unhappiness with the decision 
to change the wording so soon. 

“There was a vote by the people...it 
was known to all the people that it 
was a two year term. I think it’s 
going too fast. People will look at this 
as a rushed situation. The vote was 
in, he won, we need to support that,” 
said Mary Eyeleigh a Charlevoix citi- 
zen. 

Council motioned that the wording 
should be changed and to pursue ap- 
proval by the Michigan Attorney 
General’s office. The motion met with 
approval.
